FIRE EVICTS 30 FAMILIES. 


Spectacular Blaze in the McKin- 
ley Apartment House. 


CUPANTS. 


Discharged Janitor Suspected of Start- 
ing the Flames. 


Driven by a gale that sprung up unexpect- 

edly and spread by a series of explosions, fire 
last night swept through the McKinley apart- 
ment building at Fifty-ninth end Halsted 
streets, and was stopped only when the four 
story brick structure fell with a crash. The 
loss is estimated at $150,000 and thirty fam- 
ilies were made homeless, 
Chief Campion said the blase was one of 
the most spectacular he ever had seen. The 
whole of Englewood was lighted up by the 
flames, 

The fire started in the basement of Fred 
Stuckart's furniture store at 5850 Halsted 
street. The cause is unknown, but it was 
asserted that the blaze may have been 
started for revenge by a discharged janitor. 
When the first of the responding firemen ar- 
rived the flames were shooting out of the 
basement windows. A series of explosions 
resulted in the spreacing of the fire, and 
soon the terrified occupants of the W 
were hurrying to the street. 


Narrow Escapes for Tenants. 

C. L. Miller, 5854 Halsted street, one of 
the first to hear the shouts of alarm, called 
his wife and family and rushed to the street. 
Almost suffocated by the smoke, Edith Mill- 
er, 10 years old, was lost in the hallway and 
was rescued by Patrol Sergeant R. Supple, 
who was attracted by her cries for help. The 
girl was carried to an adjacent drug store 
and revived. - 

Mrs. George Hinkley Was overcome by 
smoke and carried from the. building. An 
attempt to save her pet dog almost cost the 
life of Mrs. T. Hampton, who was carried 
out unconscious, the dog in her arms. 
Violet Swigert, 8 years old, was left behind 


Aurliig the excitement, and was rescued only 


after several firemen had hurried to her 
assistance, She was carried down from the 
third floor. Fireman M. B. Mahoney of en- 
gine No. 84 suffered severe cuts on the left 
hand. while raising a ladder to the window. 
Other occupants of the structure were as- 
sisted to the street by firemen and policemen. 

May Hosmer, an actress playing at a south 


‘pide theater, on hearing that the building 


was burning hurried to the scene and at- 
tempted to rescue eight canary birds that 
were in her flat. She was restrained from 
entering the building and the birds were 


burned. 


Water Supply Inadequate. 

Not until the blaze reached the store of John 
g. Rydell & Co. did the firemen realize that 
the entire block was in danger. Then a gen- 
eral alarm was sounded, More than thirty 
engines worked on the blaze, and some of the 
streams of water thrown into the structure 
failed to reach the isp floor because of the in- 
adequate water supply in the neighborhood. 
Huge pieces of timber, blazing like sky rock- 


ete, were torn from their fastenings and car- f 


ried far over the neighborhood. Adjacent 
property was threatened, and bucket brigades 
were organized by residents and scores of 
small fires that sprung up were quenched. 


Sick Woman Is Rescued. 

While the roof of her residence Was on fire, 
Mrs. John Oman, 915 Fifty-ninth street, im- 
mediately across the street from the burning 
structure, who was ill in bed, was assisted 
to the home of friends. Tyra Oman, 11 years 
old, on seeing her mother moved, fainted 
and was resuscitated in the Crescent drug 
store. Mrs. Oman's condition is Critical.

The prime minister of Natal, C. J. Smyth, 
Gefied Lord Eisin's orders and refused to 
postpone the execution. Thereupon the gov- 
ernor, Bir Henry McCallum, by an arbitrary 
resort to letters patent, postponed the hang- 
ings. The Natal cabinet immediately re- 
signed. . . 

Denounced as Grave Blunder. | 

The action of Lord Elgin in interfering so 
peremptorily with the home affairs of a 
colony has raised a storm of, protest in con- 


circles. It is denounced as a grave blunder 
and a violation of constitutional usage, which 
is fraught with the gravest possibilities of 
disaster. 

From the principal antes of south Africa 
come dispatches recording angry indigna- 
tion, not of Natal alone but of all the British 
colonies, the feeling being comparable to 
that which would prevail among the whites 
of the scuthern states if the national govern- 
ment at Washington, going outside of the 
constitutional rights, should forbid the exe- 
cution of negro murderers convicted after

It is admitted on all sides that the imperial 
authorities have evoked an admittedly grave 
and delicate crisis, which will require the 
most careful handling. Dispatches from the 


onists are boiling with indignation and call- 
ing meetings to protest against a procedure

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Cause of the Trouble. 
The circumstances leading to the troubie 


tax at Byrne, a town in the Richmond dis- 
trict of Natal. They were ambushed by 
forty natives, and Police Inspector Hunt was 
murdered. The natives were arrested and 
court martialed. Twelve of them were sen- 
tenced to be shot by the court, which was 
composed of militia officers. The prisoners 
were legally represented. The sentences 
were confirmed by the governor and council. 
The opponents of the executions contend that 
the offense was committed before martial 
law had been proclaimed and that the pris- 
oners therefore ought to have been tried by 
the civil courts. 

It was not until nearly midnight that the 
news spread through both houses of parlia- 
ment. In the house of lords the marquis of 
Lansdowne immediately questioned Earl KN - 
gin on the subject. The colonial secretary, 
after stating the facts, disavowed a want 
of sympathy with the colony, but said the 
execution of twelve men sentenced by a court 
martial was a serious matter. In view of 
the possible demand for the services of Brit- 
ish troops in the colony he considered it his 
duty to ask for further information. 


In House of Commons. 

The matter was brought up in the house of 
commons by questions put to Under Colonial 
Secretary Winston Churchill. In his answer 
he was careful to repudiate the unwarrant- 
able presumption implied in the afternoon 
newspapers that he was the author of the 
order suspending the executions. Such an 
order he said could only be issued by the head 
of the colonial office. He elaborated Lord 
Elgin's reply in the house of lords, referring 
more particularly to the possibility of a na- 
tive rising in Natal, but he could not give fur- 
ther information. He added he hoped to 
know more of the matter soon. 

Several members of the opposition hotly 
attacked the government’s action, and the 
house broke up In some disorder. 

Each side of the controversy accuses the 
other of invoking the spirit which lost Great 
Britain her American colonies. The anti- 
imperialists, whose attacks for the moment 
are focused on Viscount Milner, accuse him 
of estranging the Dutch colonies and Boers 
by methods akin to those made famous in 
Americam history, while the imperialists sim- 
ilarly denounce the government's un warrant- 
able and vexatious interference with colonial 
rights. 

The conservative papers are loud in de 
nunciation of the government's action. The 
liberal papers contend that Lord Elgin 
full constitutional rights to exercise a ve 
and assume that he will be able to give satis- 
factory reasons for his course.

New York, March 29.—Lavid Willcox, pres- 
ident of the ‘Delaware and Hudson company, 
made a statement today to the effect that 
the increased price of etal during the las:

In the three years since the strike ((903- 
1905), taken together, the production by ali 
parties was 178,265,554 tons: the total aver- 
age increase of cost of production over 1901 
was 40.18 cents per ton. or 571.027 099 c in 
aggregate of which average, 34.01 cents per 
ton, or $60,628,114.92, were paid to labor. The 
average increase in amount realized was 
46.15 cents, or $82,269,553.17, of which the m- 
crease in cost of production absorbed $71,627, - 
009.60, and 810.642.

The committee appointed by the Shamo- 
kin convention Dec. 14 met tonight and had 
under consideration the letter signed by 
Mr. Baer, dated March 20, and wired him the 
following: 


If agreeable to you a meeting of the joint ee 
committees will be held in New York at 10 o'clock 
Tuesday, April 3, for the purpose of further con- 
sidering the wage scale in the anthracite field. 


Mines to Be Left Idle. 


“The committee having the matter in 


Monday morning, April 2, pending further 
instructions from the committee appointed 
by the Shamokin convention. 

„% The entire miners’ committee will meet 
in New York at 8 o'clock Tuesday night to 
near the report of the joint subcommittee.” 
The committee which met tonight consist- 
ed of three executive board members from 
the anthracite districts, the three national 
board members from those districts, and 
President Mitchell. This committee had 
been given power to formulate the demands 
of the mineworkers. 


Full Committee in Action. 
Mere were also present the members of 
the subcommittee to which had beer dele- 
gated the power to formulate the demands in 
detail and present them. This consisted of 
the president and secretary of each of the 
three anthracite districts. They were John 
Fahey and John Hartiein of district No. 9, 
W. H. Dettrey and John P. Gallagher of 
@istrict No. 7, and T. D. Nicholls and John 
T. Dempsey of district No 1. President 
Mitchell was also a member of this sub- 
committee. All the members were present. 

The meeting was held at the national head- 
quarters of the united mineworkers. The 
executive session began at 7:30 tonight end 
at 9:30 the statement was issued. 


Action Blow to Operators. 

Philadelphia, Pa., March 20.—Officials of 
the anthracite coal companies controlled by 
the Pennsylvania and the Philadelphia and 
Reading railroads announced today they 
intend to operate their collieries as usual 
next week, notwithstanding that the award 
of the anthracite strike commission expires 
on Saturday. Reports from the coal fields 
show that the other large companies and the 
independent operators also intend to con- 
tinue work pending a settlement of the dif- 
ferences between the mine owners and their 
employés. 

Some of the local leaders of the mine work- 
ers in several sections of the coal regions 
advocate a suspension of work after Satur- 
day night in order to prevent greater accu- 
mulation of the fuel. The mining companies 
are still 1 to the storage points 
convenient to lladelphia and New York 
and also are quietly making preparations in 
and about the mines for a possible strike. 

The mine workers throughout the hard 
coal fields look for dull times this summer, 
even if there is no strike. They believe 
there is so much coal above the surface that 
the companies will work their mines on about 
half time during the summer months in case a 
total suspension does not occur. The feeling 
that there will be either a strike or dull times 
has caused hundreds of foreigners to lea vo 
the coal fields for their homes in Europe, 
where they intend to remain untn conditions 
become settled.

“APOSTLE OF PRESSURE” TO END 
DAYS IN. INSANE ASYLUM. 


Picturesque Character Known All 
Over the Country, Who Never Paid 
Mailread Fare or a Hetel Bill, 
Reaches End of Fifty Years’ Aim- 
less Wandering — Court Adjudges 
Him Unbalanced in Order to Pro- 
vide Home—Tragedy of His Life. 


Upper Sandusky, O., March 29.—[Special.] 
—Jacob Newman Free, the immortal J. N.,“ 
has reached the end of his travels. He was 
finally adjudged insane today, and will 
spend the remainder of his days in the state 
hospital at Toledo. He is now 78 years old. 

Thus passes a character known in nearly 
every sizable town in every state in the 
west. For more than half a century he lived 
as the birds live. No town or state could 
claim him as its own. In each he was at 
home and among friends. It is his claim, and 
it is not disputed, that he knows more people 
personally than any other living man. 

For fifty years he has traveled up and 
down and across the country, riding free on 
nearly every railroad and living without ex- 
pense in the best hotels the towns he visited 
afforded. 


D. H. on Every Railroad. 

Still in his possession are a hundred slips 
reading Good for J. N.“ His most treas- 
ured possession is a slip of papers signed by 
the leading officials of many of the biggest 
railroads inthecountry. It reads: 

The Immortal J. N.; pass him forever. Good on 
all roads from now until doomsday. 

Hotel men in the towne he visited did as 
much. He was never known to have more 
than a few cents ata time, but in fifty years 
of his wanderings few landlords have been 
bold enough to present him witha bill. Once 
it is recorded a hotel keeper offered to throw 
off half the bill when he learned his guest's 
identity. “The Immortal J. N.“ glared at 
the landlord then, declaring he would allow 
no one to outdo him in generosity, and said he 
would throw off the other h«lf. 

He seldom stopped in cities of more than 
10,000 population, believing that in the large 
cities his personality would be lost. There 
are few newspaper offices in the country out- 
side of the largest cities where he is not well 
known. Some years ago he traveled all 
over the country raneacking the files of 
newspapers for his own obituary. ¢ has 
been reported dead more than once. 


Is an Apostle of Pressure.“ 


He is an apostie of truth,“ p 2 
and keeper of the “ secret of the veil.“ For 
thirty years he has been promising to “ lift 
the vell and put on the pressure.“ Wher- 
ever he stopped in the course of his migra- 
tions his first announcement was that men 
called him crazy and that he was about to 
put the pressure on.“ This pressure was 
dome mysterious force which he alone, he 
believed, prevented from crushing out of ex- 
istence all the life of this continent. 

No one has ever doubted that he was in- 
sane. He himself boasted of it. But his is 
an insanity that up to now inspired only 
friendship and sympathy. But behind his 
insanity and his fifty years of aimless wan- 
dering over the country is a tragic story. 


Mind Unhinged by Blow. 


In hie youth he was an infant phenomenon. 
At 4 years of age he read almost all of the 
bible, and during his teens he acquired a 
reading and speaking knowledge of no less 
than thirteen languages. During the gold 
craze in 10 he went west and started a stage 
line. Within two years he had accumulated 
a fortune of $50,000. A partner robbed him 
and then J. N.“ moved back to Ohio and 
began the study of law. Within a few years 
he stood at the top of the bar of Cincinnati. 

One day he was defending a murderer, in 
whose innocence he strongly believed. Asa 
result of his eloquence the man was acquitted. 
The same day his client confessed that he was 

J. N.“ rushed back to the courtroom 
and started to explain, but the straſh and 
excitement had been too much for him. He 


1 s stricken with apoplexy. Within a chert 


time he recovered his physical health, but 
never his mental poise.

Miss Martha Elvert Insists That 
Judge Mack Accept Her Steno~- 
graphic Record of Testimony in 
Mrs, Connte Smart’s Divorce Suit 
He Refuses Because It Is. Not from 
His Oficial 
Court May Decide Matter. 


Miss Martha Elvert, a demure young ste- 
nographer with an office in the Stock Ex- 
change building, cast defiance yesterday at 
the head of Judge Julian W. Mack, and 
threatens the honorable and dignified court 
with mandamus “proceedings. If she car- 
ries this out she will force Judge Mack to do 
a thing which he has ruled against. 

The trouble which had this outburst of 
feminine audacity ia of long standing, and 
as soon as she had taken the ground she did 
Miss Elvert found herself backed by a score 
or more other court stenographers, who will 
meet today to plan to push the case. It all 
came from Judge Mack’s refusing to sign 
any certificate of evidence of bills of excep- 
tions prepared by stenographers other than 
Mrs. Laura A. Kelly, his official stenographer. 

To protect Mrs. Kelly’s interests, Judge 
Mack has written personal letters to other 
judges. of the Circuit court, asking them not 
to hear cases that go to him ordinarily, This 
was too much for Miss Elvert, so she hired 
Attorney E. H. Wright tostart a test case. 


Divorce Oase Involved. 


The case which brought out Miss Hivert’s 
appeal was the suit of Mrs. Connie Smart, 
2608 Wabash avenue, for a divorce from 
James Smart. Mrs. Kelly for years acted 
as the official stenographer for the late Judge 
Murray F. Tuley. Judge Mack, as hig suc- 
cessor, retained her. A certificate of evi- 
dence, prepared in typewritten form, the 
work of Miss Elvert, was presented to the 
court, but was disregarded by Judge M 

“In this case I shall accept only the cer- 
tiflcate prepared by the official stenog- 
rapher,” said the Judge. ‘ f 

“TI am going to appeal from your honor’s 
decision,” answered the stenographer. 

“There is nothing to appeal. You are in 
a mandamus case. 

“We are going to mandamus the court,” 
was the final retort of the gir!. 

“I am willing to do anything I can to 
facilitate the suit so the question may be 
definitely settled,” said Judge Mack. “The 
appointment of an official stenographer upon 
whom the judge can rely implicitly to take 
this testimony saves the court from doing 
this work and thereby saves much valuable 
time. There are a good many reporters, 
not official, who are thoroughly reliable, and 
there are others who are not reliable. 


Danger in Unofficial Reporter. 


“J have had personal experiences of the 
danger of having evidenee transcribed by an 
unofficial stenographer. On one occasion 
I was compelled to tell a stenographer that 
she never must enter my courtroom again, 
because in a divorcee case she attempted to 
foist upon me.something which was not the 
evidence in the case. She attempted to ex- 
cuse herself by stating that counsel in the 
case had asked her to put In evidence in that 
manner.“

DRUG FIRM IN THE MIRE. 


RECEIVER APPOINTED FOR HEA- 
LY & RENNEN COMPANY. 


Nearly $400 in Express Money or- 
ders Reported Missing, and Crim- 
inal Prosecution May Follow—Je- 
rome V. Pieree, Cashier of the De- 
funct Bank of America, Involved in 
the Concern’s Financial Operations 
—One Partner Charges Swindling. 


The appointment of a receiver for the de- 
/funct retail drug firm of Healy & Rennen 

company yesterday revealed some interesting 
financial transactions by the officials of the 
concern. Nearly 3400 in United States Ex- 
press company money orders could not be 
accounted for. 

The money orders had been made out and 
signed by E. J. Healy, president of the com- 
pany, and the money drawn by a Mr. Ward 
and a Mr. King. but there was no money in 
the drug store with which to pay the express 
company’s collector. 

Officials of the express company declared 
openly that the company would prosecute 
Healy unless the money is paid in a day or 
two. 

Another transaction of the drug firm was 
negotiated by Jerome V. Pierce, who was 
secretary-treasurer and cashier of the de- 
funct Bank of America. This consisted in 
borrowing $7,000 from the bank. As collat- 
eral for this loan Pierce gave eighty shares 
of his drug company’s stock. 


Receiver Placed in Charge. 


Since the company was organized in 1903 
it ie said Pierce and Healy have been run- 
ning things in a high handed manner, buy- 
ing stores, soda fountains, negotiating loans, 
and issuing stock to different members with- 
cut any cash in sight. The corporation has 
held only one meeting in the last two years. 

It was throagh the efforts of Robert G. 
Rennen, vice president of the concern, that 
@ meeting was called last week after he 
found that the corporation wag insolvent. 
At this meeting the stockholders, of which 
Healy and Pie-ce were the largest, outvoted 
Rennen to insure noninterference on his 
part. 

Henry L. Wilson was appointed receiver, 
following the filing of a petition by the prin- 
c'pal creditors. Attorney Charles Goodman, 
who represents the interests of Rennen, de- 
clared Pierce aud Healy had duped his 
client. 

“Mr. Rennen ie absolutely innocent of any 
wrong doing in the transactions of the Healy 
& Rennen Co., said Attorney Goodman. 
"Be took little active part in the business. 
I blame him for not looking after things more 
than he did, but We had no suspicion that his 
fartners were swindling him. Healy and 
Fierce certainly did negotiate some remark- 
able transactions.” 


Creditors Clamor for Pay. 

The company operated five retail drug 
stores and in each store conducted a branch 
office of the United States Express company. 
The money orders mentioned were made out 
at the store at Halsted street and Webster 
avenue two weeks ago while Mr. Rennen, who 
usually was in charge of this store, Was at 
home sick. 

A meeting of creditors was held in the 
morning in the office of Clarence 8. Darrow. 
o many appeared that all of them could 
not get into the office, The only official of 
the firm present was Rennen, and the credit- 
ors voted him a clean bill of health and de- 
clared he had been up against a “ get men 
quick combination. The largest creditor 
ie waid to be the Fuller 4 Fuller company. 
Another meeting ot creditors probably will 
be held today at Attorney Darrow's office. 

The four other stores operated by the com- 
pany are the Revere House pharmacy, Mor- 
rison Hotel pharmacy, University pharmacy. 
Lake and Dearborn streets, and 1482 North 
Clark street. The company's offices were at 
56 Fifth avenue.

Says Misunderstanding Exists. 


There has been in the whole insurance 
situation much misconception, the major part 
of which has been entirely honest and natu- 
ral, but no small part of which has been 
willful and dishonest. It is extremely natu- 
ral that laymen, perceiving that one group uf 
transactions constitute a criminal offense, 
should infer that all groups of transactions 
involving the same element of moral ob- 
liquity were equally within the criminal law. 

While it may be that all groups of trans- 
actions involving some moral wrong should 
be within the criminal law, it is not a fact. 
The hysteria which has led to the denunciz- 
tion of certain transactions as crimes is met 
by some at the other extreme by endeavoring 
to jusitfy the same transactions in the form 
of morals. Both positions are equally un 


sound. 
His Position Most Difficult. 

% Noright minded man can become familar 
with the great bulk of things shown by the 
evidence taken before the Armstrong com- 
mittee and for a moment justify them on fleld 
of morals. 

And yet not a few of the things most 
severely condemned are absolutely not with- 
in tne range of the criminal law. 

In dealing with the situation, I have been 
placed in a difficult position. I have been 
compelled as a lawyer and under my oath of 
office to deal with problems in an official 
capacity purely from a technical legal stand- 
point, while as a man I have felt the bitterest 
condemnation for the traneaction in which I 
was unable to detect criminality within the 
meaning of the law.“ 


Justice Greenbaum in Doubt. 


Justice Greenbaum of the Supreme court is 
considering what action he will take tomor- 
row in the habeas carpus proceedings brought 
in connection with the courtesy arrest 
of George W. Perkins, accused with the lar- 
ceny of $48,702.50 from the policy holders of 
the New York Life Insurance company. Jus- | 
tice Greenbaum is in doubt as to the pro- 
priety of giving a hearing of the application 
for a writ of habeas corpus in view of the 
evidences of collusion and sham shown by 
the records of the case. Should the court be 
convinced that the entire proceeding was 
prearranged between the parties and that 
the application for the writ would result in 
collusion he may decline to hear the argu- 
ment set for tomorrow, 

The justice had before him tonight all of 
the records pretended in the progecution of 
Mr. Perkins, since District Attorney Jerome 
first asserted before Justice O'Sullivan that 
there was no evidence to present the grand 
jury against the insurance officials. 

He may demand tomorrow that evidence 
be submitted to him that the so-called prose- 
cution of Perkins is in good faith and not a 
collusive act. the parties being all on one side. 

The justice has before him the fact that an 
application was made to him for a writ for 
the release of the prisoner, who was not yet 
in custody, and the further significent fact 
that the application was made by Lewis I. 
Delafield, counsel for Perkins, and personal 
attorney also for District Attorney Jerome. 

Thus it appears that the prosecuting officer 
in the Perkins case has opposed to him his 
own attorney acting for the defense.

AGREE ON M LIFR BILL. 


JOINT COMMITTEE AT ALBANY 
READY TO REPORT. 


Insurance Reform Measures Urged by 
Armstrong Report Completed—Will 
Be Presented to Both Houses of the 
New York Legislature Today—Curb 
on Lobbying and Political Contri- 
bations—Investments in Stocks and 
Trust Bonds Prohibited. 


— — 


New York, March 30, 2 a. m. -The joint leg- 
islative committees’ at 1:30 o’clock this [Fri- 
day] morning finished their work upon the 
legisiation resulting from the insurance m- 
vestigation, and the bills as finally recom- 
mended by the special investigating commi:- 


tee will be reported in both houses teday and 


sent down for printing. 
At the close of the meeting Senator Arm- 
strong made a statement substantially as 


The bills relative to lobbying, political con- 
tributions by corporations, perjury, falsifi- 
cation of entries, rebates, and the acquisi- 
tion of real property by insurance companies 
stand substantially unchanged. 

The bills establishing standard forms of 
policier and relating to coOperative and as- 
sessment companies have been consolidated 

ith the general bill amending the insurance 
law. 

The most important amendments are those 
relating to investments of insuranee com- 
panies and expense limitation. Investment 
in stocks and in collateral trust donde are 
still prohibited, but the companies are per- 
mitted to retain collateral trust bonds now 
in hand. These are said to amount to be- 
tween 578.000, 000 and $100,000000. They are 
still required to dispose of their stock hold- 
ings as in the original bill. 


Unwelcome to Agents. 

As for section 98, to which the agents so 
earnestly objected, a company’s expense for 
first year’s business must not exceed: 

First, the commission to agents; second, 
salaries paid exclusively for obtaining new 
business; third, medical and ingpection fees; 
fourth, advances to agents, which shal] not 
exceed loadings and margins originally pro- 
vided. The bill originally provided that ex- 
pense allowed must include every expenea, 


business to agents on ordinary life business. 
Renewal allowances are extended te nine re- 
newals at 7½ per cent, with 2% per cent col- 
lection fee after that. The company is given 


in three or more years, but not more than 
two-fifths on any year. 

As to contingeney reserve, it ts provided 
that after the total assets reaches 75,000. 
000 a company may maintain a 8 per cent 
reserve, with che proviso that the superin- 
tendent of insurance may annually author- 
ize a company to carry a larger résumé if 
deemed necessary to meet special demands. 

Otherwise, in all essentials the Bille re- 
main as origina‘ly introduced The commit- 
tee believes it aas met all reasonable objec- 
tions, and that the concessions made will 
insure the speedy passage of the bills with- 
out important opposition.

I 
voted: on that proposition, but I know that 
I didn’t vote 500 for an automobile for 
the mayor to ride from hall to hall in for 
democratic purposes, and I certainly know 
that I didn't vote for an automobile for him 
to violate the city ordinances in.“

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CALLS MANN TRUST'S TOOL 


SAID TO BE AUTHOR OF “IMMUN- 
ITY BATH” CLAUSE IN BILL. 


Francis W. Parker, Candidate for 
Congress, Who is Opposing Him, in 
Speech at Meeting Declares Pres- 
ent Representative Inserted Words 
in Law by Which Chicago Packers 
Escaped Punishment—Asserts Act 
Made Measure Ridiculous. 


Francis W. Parker, candidate for congress ) 
in the Third district, last night declared that 
Congressman James R. Mann is the author of 
the “immunity bath feature of the Hiking 
‘anti-trust law, made famous in the plea 
of Attorney General Moody before Judge 
Humphrey during the trial of the packers. 

Mr. Parker, who seeks to go to Washington 
in Mr. Mann’s place; brought out this point 
at a massmeeting held by Sixth ward repub- 
licans in Boulevard hall, Forty-seventh 
street and Grand boulevard. 

Let us see if Mr. Mann lis the trust buster 
he holds himself up to be,” said Mr. Parker. 
„ Has he ever done a single definite thing, 
which would prove that he was in line with 
the president in this movement? 


Calls It “Anti-Punishment Bill,” 

“The Elkins-Mann bill he calls an anti-re- 
bate bill, but it ie in fact an anti-punishment 
bill to relieve violators of the interstate com- 
merce law from punishment by imprisonment. 
It was introduced by Senator Elkina You 
know who he is. It was rushed through the 
house by Mr. Mann and Mr. Dalzell. It 
dealt with a rich man's crime and therefore, 
according to Mr. Mann, should carry a rich 
man’s punishment—a fine, but net an im- 
prisonment. 

“The bureau of corporations clause origi- 
nated in the house with Mr. Mann, but it 
had no immunity clause init. Jan. 29, 1908, 
the senate and house disagreed about the bill 
in which this clause was contained and ap- 
pointed conferees. Mr. Mann and Mr. Hep- 
burn represented the house. Feb. 9, 1908, 
the bill came back containing in lieu of Mr. 
Mann's clause the so-called Nelson clause, 
which had been put into the bill by Mr. Mann 
and the other conferees. 

„Feb. 10, 1908, it came up for action and 
Mr. Dalzell, as temporary speaker, recog- 
nized Mr. Mann, who alone discussed its mer- 
its. The bill became a law Feb. 14, or five 
days after the clause whose authorship Mr. 
Mann boasts was first presented to the house. 
This bureau of corporations clause is the 
celebrated ‘immunity bath.’ . 

“ Violators of the anti-trust laws who by 
the Elkins-Mann bill are relieved from pun- 
ishment by imprisonment may here find 
solace in avoiding even the payment of the 
fine. Did Mr. Mann know it was loaded? 
then he is a tool of the trusts; did he not 
know it?—then he is too innocent for Wash- 
ington; in either cage he is safe for the trusts, 
but dangerous for the people. 


Declares Mann Helps Trusts. 

Mr. Mann gives to his constituents free 
seeds, paid for and distributed by their own 
money, but to the trusts whom he tells us 
he is fighting, he gives keys to unlock their 
jails and immunity bath tubs to wash them 
from fines. These two bills went through 
almost without opposition, one in three 
weeks, the other in three days. Where, then, 
were the trusts who battled against Mr. 
Mann? Nobody had time to understard 
these bills except Mr. Mann and the halt 
dozen insiders who created them. Mr. Mann 
tells us that for nine years he has been the 
Chicago member of the interstate commerce 
committee of the house and these two mess 
ures are the sum total of what that commit- 
tee has produced in his time in the way of 
regulation and control of the trusts. 

“I stood out against the senatorial com- 
bine at Springfield because I believed then 
and I believe now that the political salya- 
tion of this country depends upon the de- 
struction of legislative machines, which have 
ceased to represent the people.“ 


Scores Mann Bitterly. 

Other speakers were William Kent, W. T. 
ApMadoc, and E. C. Lindley. 

Mr. Kent attacked Mr. Mann in strong 
language. My objections to him are based 
on the cheapness of his political attitude and 
the lack of service he has rendered the peo- 
ple for so many years,” he began.

Charges of graft and political corruption 
were thick in three big political meetings 
in the Nineteenth ward last night. Each 
of the three candidates for aldernian or their 
spell binders took the opportunity to wield 
the black paint brush in describing oppon- 
ents. 


Simon O'Donnell, the regular democratic 
candidate, told his own story ot the dam- 
age he claimed he had suffered at the hands 
of John Powers, state senator and alder- 
man. Edward Jockels, secretary of the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor, backed up Mr. 
O'Donnell by declaring that traction 
money was being used by Powers to defeat 
O’Donnell and by raking up the tunnel scan- 
dal. The hall at Taylor and Miller streets 
was fairly well filled, but several obstreper- 
ous Bowler adherents embarrassed the 


speakers by making impromptu speeches 
themselves. 


O'Donnell on the “Issue.” 


“It seems that my opponent has an issue,“ 
asserted Simon O'Donnell in referring to 
Bowler, the independent candidate. “ The 
Bowlerites claim that Powers is going to se- 
lect my challengers—that by means of his 
pull he will secure the challengers’ certificates 
from the county central committee.

Powers says he gave me $300 as campaign 
money to win.

He crowded himself 
into my house and into my meetings to de- 
celve me. He carries Ahern cards in one 
pocket and Bowler carde in the other.“ 

The money paid by corporate interests in 
connection with the building of the tunnel 
to put the teamsters out of business was di- 
vided by Powers in his saloon,“ asserted 
Edward Nockels. Judd was there. Bowler 
is no better than a detective for the Employ- 
ers’ association Instead of being a labor man.” 


Republican Makes Charges. 

O'Donnell is under indictment for cora- 
mon blackmailing,’ declared Robert E. 
Crowe, speaking in behalf of James Ahern, 
the republican candidate, at Horan’s hail, 
Halsted and Harrison streets. He de- 
manded $200 to refrain from calling a strike. 
The man refused to give it. He called the 
men out and the fellow came up with the 
money. The grand jury made the charge 
ten months ago. If O'Donnell was innocent 
wouldn’t he ask for a trial at once?” 

After using the term “ scoundrel” and 
declaring that O'Donnell couldn't be square 
with himself, the speaker continued: 

O'Donnell has been on two pay rolls at 
one time. He has been an officer of a labor 
union and a policeman at the same time. H; 
dove down into the city treasury and ap- 
propriated the pay of a policeman. He was 
not fair to the city or to the labor union.”’ 

The Ahern meeting was well attended but 
not crowded. 


Bowler Men Fill Hall. 


At the Bowler meeting at 188 Blue Island 
avenue, the hall was crowded to the doors. 

Edward Glacken made an attack on Tim 
Ryan, who is now in Honolulu, Hawall. 

“Ryan kills the patronage of this ward by 
getting the contracts,” asserted Glacken. 
“This ward ought to have some controller- 
ships and other good offices handed out to it.”

Ald. Powers is advertised to speak Sunday

“There is no secret about it,” said Ald.

Mr. Dunne then read reports of conditions 
in Glasgow, Leeds, Hull, and other cities on 
the British isles purporting to show that mu- 
nicipal ownership has benefited not only the 
street car conductors and motormen, but the 
passengers. The men in all of these places 
were said to have received enormous in- 
creases in wages. 

Lower than Chicago Scale. 

“But you haven't told us how much they 
are getting now. They ain't getting as much 
as the union scale in Chicago today,” said 
another street car man. 

„ Yes, I believe that that is true, but you 
must remember that it does not cost as much 
to live there,” said Mayor Dunne. “If you 
gentlemen pay a monthly rental of $26 for 
your house, that probably is twice what the 
men in European cities pay for their houses. 
It costs less to educate the children in those 
cities and food costs much less. 

I am in favor of placing every one of the 
present employée of Chicago's street rall- 
ways on the pay roll of the city immediately 
on taking possession of the traction prop- 
erties, continued Mayor Dunne, returning 
to the Chicago situation. “We will keep 
those employés on the pay roll until they are 
discharged for cause. 

„Under the present private ownership the 
men are compelled to strike to get the in- 
creases of wages that they want. Under mu- 
nicipal ownership the men would never 
Strike. 

“ But we would rather have the privilege of 
striking.“ said one of the men, who persisted 
in differing with the mayor. 

„But strikes would be unnecessary,” con- 
tinued Mayor Dunne. The police are work- 
ing under municipal ownership. Look at 
them. There are some of them standing back 
there now who are older than you. Just ask 
them,“ said Mayor Dunne, as he pointed at 
several gray haired policemen who were 
standing in the rear of the hall. 


Police May Organize. 

„Well tell us this: will you let the police 
organize? Can they have a union?’ cried 
one of the policemen who had been pointed 
out as models of the finished product of mu- 
nicipal ownership. 

The answer was not just what the speaker 
had expected, but he soon recovered from his 
surprise and declared that he had no objec- 
tion to the organization of the police. 

“Well, please tell us if the Mueller cer- 
tificates that you have been talking about 
wouldn't be better security for the capital- 
ists than the security that they have now?’ 
asked a man who gave the name of Chisholm. 

“No, they would not—that is: they would 
in one way,“ said Mayor Dunne. He then 
explained that the certificates would be more 
valuable than the present securities, but 
would not give the capitalists control of the 
property. The address then was ended by a 
detailed account of the merits of a munici- 
pally owned water plant, where strikes were 
unknown. Several exponents of the advan- 
tages to be derived from striking interrupted 
the speaker, but they were ignored. 

The men who had voted to invite Mayor 
Dunne to give them details as to how the 
city’s ownership of the street cars would 
change and better their own positions left 
the hall apparently disappointed, some of 
them expressing the feeling that the mayor 
had dealt only in glittering generalities and 
had overlooked the actual benefits that were 
to be showered on them. 


Speaks in Home Ward. 


After addressing the meeting of the street 
ear men, Mayor Dunne went up into his home 
ward, the Twenty-afth, where he delivered a 
speech in a meeting for C. A. McDonald at 
Belmont hall, Belmont avenue and North 
Clark street. This was his first epeech near 
home.

Daring Attempt to Rob Bank, 

KHARKOFP, Russia, March, 29.—Even 
more daring than the robbery of the Credit 
Mutual bank at Moscow recently was the 
attempt made in broad daylight today to 
rob the Volga Komma bank by several col- 
lege boys and technological students. 

The youthful desperadoes quietly walked 


into the bank with customers of the institu- 


tion, drew revolvers, and ordered everybody 
to hold up his hands, 

Most of the employés fied in panic, but 
one cool headed clerk attracted the attention 
of guards outside, who immediately barred 
the entrances to the bank. 

The students, finding themselves trapped, 
smashed the windows, jumped out to the 
street, and attempted to escape under cover 
of revolver fire. One policeman was mortal- 
ly wounded, Four of the would-be robbers 
were overpowered and captured.

All matters coming up in 
the meantime will be settled between the 
state department at Washington and the 
Austro-Hungarian ambassador there, Baron 
von Hengelmuller: The foreign office here 
approves of this plan, by which the American 
embassy at Vienna will practically be non- 
existent during the remainder of Mr. Storer’s 
stay in Vienna, as being the best/means of 
avoiding possible embarrassing situations 
relating to Mr. Storer’s position. 


May Share Storer’s Fate. 


Washington, D. C., March 29.—[Special.]— 
If T. St. John Gaffney, consul general at 
Dresdén, Germany, went to Rome in behalf 
of the appointment of Archbishop Ireland as 
a cardinal, he has committed as gross an 
offense as the Storers and will be dealt with 
in the sAme manner. 

The state department is without Informa- 
tion of Mr. Gaffney's visit to Rome. He has 
not communicated with any of his friends 
indiscreet enough to advise the department 
what he was doing. Nor has he informed 
the department that he went to Rome. 

The attention of Secretary Root was at- 
tracted today to the report that Mr. Gaffney 
had urged the vatican to confér the red hat 
upon Archbishop Ireland. It is likely he 
will ask the consul general for an explana- 
tion. 


DENIAL BY AMBASSADOR WHITE. 


American Representative at Algeciras 
Scores Correspondent of the 
London Telegraph. 


Washington, D. C., March 29.—The atten- 
tion of Ambassador White, at Algeciras, has 
been attracted to an interview with him pub- 
lished in the London Telegraph in which he 
was reported to nave claimed credit for the 
settlement of the police question before the 
conference, and to have said he forced the 
different interests to combine. He cabled 
the state department todey on this subject, 
as follows:

ROOSEVELT GLAD NAVY IS TO 
HAVE MONSTER BATTLESHIP. 


President Congratulates Illinois Con- 
greseman for Success of His Efforts 
in Inducing House Committee on 
Naval Affairs te Include One Big 
Fighting Craft in the Appropria- 
tion Bill—Ship Will Have Displace- 
ment of 22,000 Tons. 


Washington, D. C., March 20.—[Special.]— 
President Roosevelt has enthusiastically in- 
dorsed the action of Representative Foss uf 
Chicago in inducing the house naval com- 


lowing letter: 
The White house March 29, 1906—My dear Mr. 
Foss: 


long as we are to have but one battleship author- 
‘zed this year, it should be of the very best poss- 
bie type. Events show that the most efficien: 
battleship is the largest one, carrying probably 
eight very heavy guns. and perhaps more. For the 
highest type of modern fighting ship a very large 
displacement evicently is necessary. I am con- 
gratulating you from the standpoint of the navy 
upon what you have accomplished. 
THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 


In Line with Dewey. 

Mr. Roosevelt's letter effectually disproves 
the reports which have been current in some 
of the eastern papers that he was not alto- 
gether in favor of Admiral Dewey’s recom- 
mendation for the constrpction of a ship like 
the English battleship Dreadnought. In 
order to arm the proposed ship with twelve 
12 inch guns, one of the proposals made, Ad- 
miral Capps, the chief constructor, believes 
a displacenicnt of 22,000 tons would be neces- 
gary. 

The opinion is expressed that it will take 
between four and five years to construct such 
a vessel, which is decidedly a reflection upon 
American constructive ability, in view of the 
fact that the Dreadnought is being rushed to 
completion and. will be in service within (wo 
years from the time the keel was laid down. 

Representative Foss was not satisfied alto- 
gether with the showing the constructors 
made before the naval committee in the dis- 
cussion of the designs of a ship equal to i* 
not better than the Dreadnought, and this 
prompted him to place in the bill a provision 
for competitive designs. between ship bulld- 
ers and the department. Mr. Foss wants a 
ship that will be superior to anything afloat, 
and it will not be his fault if this is at 


achieved. 
Due to Foss Alone. 

Attention was called today to the fact that 
President Roosevelt in his letter congratu- 
lated Mr. Foss alone and not the entire naval 
committee on what had been accomplished 
for the navy, showing that the -president 
recognized it was due to the Chicago repre- 
sentative alone that a battleship had been 
authorized by the committee. 

Mr. Foss is receiving telegrams of congrat- 
ulations from all over the country as a result 
of the action of his committee in providing 
for the restoration and preservation of the 
old Constitution. A message came to nim 
today from Boston, concurred in by 30,000 
citizens of Massachusetts, thanking him for 
N he had done in behalf of the historic 
ship.

Chance for Secretary Shaw. 

As a candidate for the presidency it would 
be a feather in the cap of Secretary Shaw 
among the people if he should devise a scheme 
for compelling the national banks to pay the 
same interest to the government that they 
naturally would expect to pay to any other 
large depositor. State banks, big trust com- 
panies, and similar institutions are not made 
beneficiaries of this free use of government 
funds. It is the national banks alone, and 
the whole purpose of the provision in the first 
place was to strengthen the credit of United 
States bonds by making them particularly 
useful to the banks. The time has arrived, 
however, when a government bond is scarcely 
ever seen by a private individual. They are 
controlled almost exclusively by the banks 
for the purpose of being used as security 
either for circulation or for government de- 
posits. 

The entire outstanding ponded debt of the 
United States on which interest was being 
paid on Feb. 28 was 680, 189. 170. Of this the 
national banks held $576,651,240 to secure 
their notes and deposits. Of the recent gov- 
ernment loan bearing 2 per cent and not re- 


-@eemable uwuatil. 1980, the banks have swal- 


lowed almost the entire issue. Much less than 
10 per cent of that bond issue is in the hands 
Government bonds asa basis 
for circulation and for.government deposits 
have now practically reached their limit. 
Whatever may be believed as to the ques- 
tion of his authority under the law, the secre- 
tary of the treasury probably has rightly in- 
terpreted the financialgituation by permitting 
the use of other than government bonds as 
security for the deposits he has made in the 
national banks.

There is scarcely a 
national bank in the eon which cannot 
supply plenty of this kind of security. > 
natural result is that the banks generally i 
permitted to make use of approved outside 
bonds, not, of. course, including railroad or 
industrial securities, would probably be only 
too glad to compete for the privilege of re- 
ceiving government deposits. 


Has the Implied Power. 


The law, to. be sure, does not at present 
authorize the payment of interest, but it 
does not prevent it. The secretary of the 
treasury, it is hinted in congress, has it in 
his power to refuse to make any deposits 
except in banks which pay interest. Most 
of the members of the house and senate who 
have looked into the matter say the secre- 
tary of the treasury has the unquestioned 
right to insist on the payment of interest 


on government Geposits if he sees fit, be- 


cause the making of these deposits is en, 
tirely discretionary in him. He is not com- 
pelled by law to give a dollar to any bank. 
The one reason why interest never was pro- 
vided for was that to do so might affect the 
current market price of government bonds 
by rendering them less desirable to the bank. 
Now that the Mmit of employment of gov- 
ernment bonds, even for circulation pur- 
poses, practically has been reached, and 
the use of state and municipal securities 
has been permitted by the secretary of the 
treasury, it seems reasonable, from the point 
of view of a great many members of con- 
gress, that the secretary should of his own 
motion insist on receiving interest on every 
doliar of government deposits in the na- 
tional banks.

VIOLATED A CONFIDENCE. 


Committee Hears Controversy 
Over Use of Repeating Arms 
in Hunting Game. 


Washington, 2 March 20.—President 
Roosevelt for a second time has publicly 
rebuked an effort to misrepresent his atti- 


tude on a certain question by misquoting. 


him. 

The first rebuke was to the democratic 
candidate for lieutenant governor of Massa- 
chusetts, who misquoted the president’s re- 
8 on the subject of reciprocity with Can- 
ada 

The second man to fall under the presi- 
dent's displeasure is G. O. Shields, president 
of the League of American Sportsmen. 

The matter became public today at a meet- 
ing of the house committee on territories 
during a hearing on the Lacey bill prohibit- 
ing the use of all kinds of automatic shot- 
guns in the territories of the United States 
in the interest of the protection of game. 

G. O. Shielde appeared to support the bill, 
while an attorney named Bovee was pres- 
ent as the representative of a company 
manufacturing the repéating guns in ques- 
tion. Both men claimed the president was 
on their side of the controversy. 

Mr. Shields presented a prepared article 
which put President Roosevelt squarely on 
record as against the use of repeating guns. 


Roosevelt’s Warning Letter. 

Attorney Bovee declared the president had 
repudiated the article read by Shields, and 
the latter admitted the president had re- 
fused to be placed in quotation marks, but 
admitted holding the views attributed to 
him. Tosubstantiate this he read the follow- 
ing letter, signed by the president, under 
date of Jan. 22, 1906: 

Personal.—_My Dear Shields: I am sorry to say 
that I must ask you, under no circumetatices, to 
put me in quotation marks; for though you give; 
the sense of what I said, you in no case give the 
exact language used, so do not try to quote me in 
the first person, or to use quotation marks. You 
can state that my views are substantially as you 
have quoted them, but don’t actually quote them. 

THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 

When this letter was read, attorney Bovee 
declared that it did not tell the whole story 
and that Mr. Shields had quoted the president, 
notwithstanding the warning. . 

Mr. Shields interjected that he had not, but 
that the statement sent to the papers by him 
had been edited by several papers and the 
president put in quotes. 


President Rebukes Shields. 

Well. listen to this letter,“ said Mr. Bovee 
as ne proceeded to read another and later let- 
ter from the president to Mr. Shields, as fol- 
lows: 

White House, Feb. 19, 1006.—Sir: It appears 
that you have purported to give an extended in- 
terview with me in quotation marks, putting my 
expressions in the first person, 80 as to make me 
responsible for both thought and language. This 
ie inexcysable’ on your part. At the time 
yeu called upon me, and I talked over informally 
with you the question of the preservation of game 
and of wild life generally in its various 4spects, 
I. told vou explicitly that, while you could state 
that I was in hearty general accord with your 
efforts, you were not to try to quote my language, 
and subsequently I wrote to you, repeating this. 

As a matter of fact, in what appears to he these 
quotations. you in no case gave the exact lan- 
guage thet I used. But. pretending thus to. give 
it, and by what you omit as well as whet you 
insert which I had not said, you convey «n cer- 
tain points an entirely false impression, and you 
leave me no alternative but to explicitly repudiate 
your statement, which I hereby do. Had you been 
content to say that you gave the general sense 
of what I said you would have done what you 
were authorized to do. But when you attempt to 
give my exact words you not only do what I ex- 
plicitly told ybu you should not do but you used 
language which I explicitly told you was in no 
Case accurate. Not one single sentence you quote 
as I said it. Some of the sentences are sheer in- 
ventions, others are inventions in part, and some 
of the things I said are omitted. 

It is unmecessary to characterize such conduct 
on your part. THEODORE ROOSEVELT.

A — CONFIDENCE GAME. 
The $75,000,000 ordinance is all that 
Ald. Foreman says it is—“ illegal, im- 
practical, and impossible fnancialiy.“ it 
is a botch, a model of crade and sak 
‘ous legislation. It was put through the 
council without a moment's thought being 


the “gray wolves” and the immediate 
municipal ownership men. The men who 
drafted the ordinance admitted after its 
passage that it was defective, but they 
made no attempt to better it. The mayor 
did not return it to the council with a 
recommendation that its glaring illegalities 
be removed and its dangerous provisions 
modified. He signed it with pleasure. 

The ordinance, full of flaws as it mani- 
festly was, answered the purposes of the 
politicians, who begun promising the peo- 
ple immediate municipal ownership over 
a year ago, and who are promising it to- 
day as boisterously as they did then. It 
served them as a means of keeping alive 
the hopes of the deluded people who have 
stuck by them. The voters are being told 
that if they will ratify the ordinance im- 
mediate municipal ownership is assured. 
The men who make the assurances know 
they are not true, but that is a matter of 
no consequence if the voters swallow 
them. 

If the ordinance were to be ratified the 
Supreme court would in all probability 
declare it invalid. That Would give the 
politicians who rode into power on “ im- 
mediate municipal ownership,” and who 


accuse the court of having “ nullified the 
Will ot the people and to plead that they 
be continued in office in order to execute 
that will. They would insist that the 
fight be not given up, but that another 
ordinance be drafted and submitted to the 
voters. They would promise immediate 
municipal- ownership” immediately after 
its ratification. 

If the voters are sensible they will not 
be the victims of a confidence game. 
They will not let themselves be deluded 
by the gaudy promises of the municipal 
ownership operators. They have been bit 
once, and should have enough wit not to 
be bit again. If they wish to get the trac- 
tion question out of politics and to have 
it settled speedily in such a way as to 
give them good service and promote the 
bert interests of the city, they will refuse 
to ratify the $75,000,000 ordinance. That 
will be notice to the council that it is ex- 
pected to take up the traction question 


- RAILROADS AND COAL MINES. 

President Mitchell spoke truly when he 
said the American people would like to know 
the relations between the railroads and the 
companies operating. the coal mines that 
they own. The companies controlled by the 
railroads claim they cannot afford to raise 
their miners’ wages because they are mak- 
ing no money. President Mitchell charges 
that if this is true it is because mining profits 
are transferted on the books and made to 

appear as rail profits.’ The operators deny 
this. ‘The businesses of the railroads as car- 
riers and as miners, they say, are kept sepa- 
rate, 

It is easy to see how the manipulation of 
accounts the mineworkers’ president 
charges could be done and why it would be 
to the interest of the railroads to doit. It 
would be mainly a simple matter of book- 
keeping. ‘The railroad could put an unrea- 
sonably low price on its coal at the mine and 
charge an excessive rate for hauling it. The 
cost of coal to the consumer and the aggre- 
gate return to the railroad in its double 
capacity of producer and carrier might then 
be the same as if a fair price were put on 
the coal at the mine and a fair rate were 
charged for hauling it, but while the rail- 
road’s books as a carrier would show it was 
making big profits its books as an operator 
of mines might show it was losing money. 

This would enable the railroad to say, as 
the railroads are saying in the present con- 
troversy, that it could not afford to raise the 


produce the books of its mines to prove it. 
It would also serve another purpose—that of 
crushing out the competition of independent 
|} operators. A reduction in the price of coal 
at the mine and a rise in freight rates do 
not hurt those who own both railroads and 
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cut with a two edged sword those who own 
only mines. They at once reduce the value 
of the independent operator’s product and 
increase the expense of getting it to market. 

Despite the denials of the representatives 
of the railways there are indications that 
they have resorted to such practices as 
President Mitchell charges them with: If 
the railroads are permitted to continue to 
run mines they should be forced to submit 
their books for examination by public offi- 
cials and to keep them so that it will be as 
clear as day what profits they earn as car- 
riers and what as operators of mines. This 


plausible but possibly false excuses for re- 
fusing the workersin their mines fair wages, 
from crushing out independent competition, 
and from violating the laws regulating inter- 
state commerce and oppressing the public.

They al- 
lege that the gross earnings could be re- 
duced 18.6 per cent and the company still 
pay 10 per cent on its $13,000,000 of cap- 
ital stock. If so, it is plain that the exist- 
ing rates for telephone service are beyond 
all reason. . 

The auditors arrive at these results by 
putting down as profits some items which 
the company does not. Last year $2 
000 was charged up to the “operating and 
expense fund, but the auditors were un- 
able-to see the vouchers showing how the 
money had been expended.

In spite of the ever rising tide of demo- 
racy, royalty still possesses the power to win 
over to its side the most ardent radicals and 
similarly to convert enthusiastic chempions 
into bitter enemies by withholding its smile. 
This has been demonstrated once again by 
Marie Corelli's violent attack upon the reign- 
ing house of England and upon the king for 
countenancing Princess Ena's conversion to 
Roman Catholicism in order to marry Don 
Alfonso of Spain. One summer, a few years 
ago, King Edward, while still prince of 
Wales, happened to have Migs Corelli pre- 
sented to him during his stay at Homburg, 
and, like the man of the world that he is, he 
made a few complimentary remarks about 
her works, which he had never read, while 
walking a few steps with her along the prom- 
enade. ‘Although Miss Corelli did not cause 
hergelf to be snapshotted while talking to 
Edward VII., as did another novelist, who 
caused the lotures to be published far and 
wide in order to promote the sale of his 
books, she was careful to exploit to the ut- 
most this cursoty bit of royal courtesy, and 
for some time afterwards every effort was 
made to impress upon people on both si 
of the Atlantic that Marie Corelli was t 
friend of royalty and the preferred novation’ 
both of King Edward and of the late Queen 
Victoria. 

— 


At the time of the death of Queen Victoria 
Miss Corelli felt it incumbent upon herself to 
publish a memorial which, in exuberance of 
loyalty, has never been surpassed, 

Yet another year Miss Corelli happened to 
be at Homburg. This time, however, no 
opportunity was accorded her of basking in 
the sunshine of royal favor. The king does 
not relish the idea of being exploited for the 
purpose of advertisement, and the failure of 
Miss Corelli to receive the public recogni- 
tion of her king was all the more galling in 
view of the claims she had put forward to 
his friendship and to His admiration of her 
works. 

The king may possibly have avoided some 
ennul at the time. But he lost both a cham- 
pion and a most devoted adherent, and that 
is why we now find this authoress, the off- 
spring of an Italian Roman Catholic and of 
a Scotch Presbyterian, wielding a vitriolic 
pen against King Edward and the royal fam- 
ily in a recent issue of a publication known 
as the Rapid Review. 

— 


Having thus explained how King Edward 
lost a friend, let me tell how he converted 
a republican into an adherent of the crown. 
One day he was on his way north with his 
consort, when their special train was halted 
for a few minutes at Sheffield im order to 
change engines. Here he caught sight of 
Mr. Mundella on the platform. Now, Mun- 
della was the member of parliament for 
Sheffield and, the son of a fugitive Italian 
Carbonari revolutionist, had distinguished 
himself until them by the republicanism of 
his doctrines and by his hostility to the 
crown, invariably opposing all votes of 
money to the reigning house. Edward VII., 
who at the time had not succeeded to the 
throne, caused Mundella to be summoned to 
the open window of his car, and, after shak- 
ing hands cordially with him, exclaimed: 

My dear Mr. Mundella! I hear that you 
are about to address your constituents. 
Would you be so extremely good as to inform 
them h sorry the princess and myself are 
to be unable to stop off here in order to re- 
peat our former visit to Sheffield, of which 
we both retain so delightful memories.“ 

And then he presented him to the princess, 
who showed herself even more fascinating 
and gracious, 

The train moved off, the princess smiling 
, and nodding, and the prince giving a parting 
shake of the hand, leaving a much gratified 
legislator upon the platform, completely con- 
verted from republicanism to royalism, A 
few hours later his constituents were amazed 
beyond expression to hear, in lieu of Mr. 
Mundella's customary denunciation of the 
dynasty and of its drain upon the resources 
of the nation, an announcement from the 
platform to the effect that he had been com- 
missioned by their royal highnesses, the 
prince and princess of Wales, to convey a 
message from them to the good people of 
Sheffield. Like Balaam of old, he was expect- 
ed to curse, and, instead, he blessed royalty 
and everything connected therewith. 
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Sig. Tittoni, Italy’s new ambassador to the 
court of St. James, was until recently min- 
ister of foreign affairs and is a particular 
favorite of his sovereign, with whom he was 
on terms of more or less intimacy when he 
was prefect or governor of Naples and Vic- 
| tor Emmanuel was stationed there, prior to 
his accession to the throne, in command of 
the troops. Tittoni accompanied the king 
and queen to Windsor on the occasion of their 
visit to England, and ingratiated himselt 
to such an extent with Edward VII. that the 
latter has managed to let it be known at 
Rome that Tittoni’s, presence at the court 
of St. James as Italian ambassador would be 
agreeable to him. 

Tittoni speaks English not only fluently 
but also without any trace of a foreign ac-: 
cent. While at Oxford, where he graduated 
with honors, he was known as one of the 
best speakers of the Palmerston club, pub-. 
lishing at the same time a serleg of clever 
and widely quoted artiolés in the Law Mag- 
azine and Review. He likewise distinguished 
himself on the river and in athletics and 
became imbued with those tastes for sport: 
of every kind and for healthy outdoor life 

wich are among the principal characteristics 
of the Anglo-Saxon race, After leaving Ox- 
ford he spent some time at the leading Bel- 
gian universities, notably at Lieges, where he 
became one of the favorite disciples of Emile 
de Laveley, and, on returning to Italy, mar- 
ried a woman who brought him a large for- 
tune. He is probably the only Italian states- 
man of the present day who is thoroughly 
in touch with every form of English and 
American literature and life, and wha thor- 
oughly understands the English speaking 
races.

Josef Lhevinne. 

Josef Lhevinne has been for ten years be- 
fore the concert going public of Europe. In 
the spring of 1895 the second competition for 
the prize established by Anton Rubinstein, 
to be awarded every five years to the best 
planist and the best composer, was held in 
Berlin. 

Among the judges was Safonoff, the Rus- 
gian conductor who recently has come so 
prominently before the American public 
through his sensational directing of the con- 
certs of the New York Philharmonic society 
and of the Russian orchestra. Many young 
pianists from Rusdia, Germany, France, Hol- 
land, and even America and Australia en- 
tered that competition. 

There were long days of piano plaging, for 
a concerto with orchestra and a recital pro- 
gram were required from each contestant. 
Among the first who appeared was Josef 
Lhevinne. He made a deep impression both 
with his concerto and later with his recital 
program. .And when the contest was ended 
and the judges sent in their decision the 
Rubinstein prise for 1895 was awarded to 
him, 

The following see.son he was heard through- 
out Germany, Austria, and France as soloist. 
at the principal orchestral concerts, for the 
capturing of the prize had made him imme- 
diately known to the music worlds of those 
countries, His success was only moderate. 
He was pronounced a brilliant technician; 
but the deeper qualities of sentiment, poetry, 
and imagination were found largely lacking 
in his work. . 

From time to time, however, Lhevinne 
reappeared in Germany, and steady gain in 
his abilities was noted Latterly he has 
come to be recognized as one of the abler of 
the young pianists of Burope. He arrived 
in New York a few weeks ago, appearing 
there with the Russian orchestra under 


Safonoff’s direction, and he would have 


Played here had that organization and the 
Russian leader kept their engagement to give 
two concerts in Orchestra hall in January. 


~~ 

The coming of the orchestra was postponed, 
however, and yesterday was therefore the 
first time Chicagoane had the opportunity 
to hear Mr. Lhevinne. He gave the first of 
two recitale he is to offer in the Ilinols the- 
ater, amd he immediately established himself 
as am artist of admirable parts. 

He opened his program with the Sonata, 
opus 106, of Beethoven, and for this choice 
even some of the most ardent admirers of 
Beethoven will be ready to say he deserved 
to achieve failure. The sonata is one of the 
most diffuse, uninteresting, and uninspired 
pieces of music that/came from the pen of 
the great Bonn master. It wanders on and 
on, and ig tedioua and ineffective almost past 
endurance. The Scherzo Is the least unsatis- 
factory part of the endless composition, and 
even it is far from being in Beethoven's 
best style. 

As for the long, rambling Adagio ahd the 
indefinite, scrambling Fugue, they, perhaps, 
are entitled to respect, because they were 
penned by, the master, but this respect for 
them and for him should he sufficiently deep 
to cause their being withheld from the public 
platform, 

The audience yesterday endured bravely to 
the end—and the. end, was long in coming 
and Mr. Lhevinne was applauded for play- 
ing the difficult work with as much care, 
artistic taste, and fine technical finish as he 
did. It was a relief, however, when the num- 
ber was ended and the more satisfactory por- 
tions of the program were reached. 

a 

The second group opened with the Toccata 
of Schumann, which was played with a tech- 
nical clarity and surety, combined with an 
appreciation of its musical values, which 
made the performance exceptionally satisfy- 
ing. The G major Impromptu of Schubert 
followed, but in its presentment there was 
missed the true sustained singing quality of 
tone which is required for a piece of writing 
80 purely lyric. ; 

And there was absent also the sentiment 
which is desirable. This one number hinted 
at a possible shortcoming in Mr. Lhevinne’s 
artistic equipment—a shertcoming which, 
Owing to all the other selections being of 
more brilliant character, it was impossible to 
Say positively existed, It may have becn 
but the result of chance opr of a passing 
mood. 

The Mendelssohn Presto in E was exqul- 
sitély done both technically and interpreta- 
tively, and Chopin’s splendidly virile Polo- 
naise in F-sharp minor re civ ed a truly great 
presentment at the pianift's hands. An en- 
core was demanded and responded to with 
the Chopin octave Study. Liszt's Loreley“ 
was finely given; a Nocturne for. left hand 
alone by the Chopin of the north,“ Seria- 


dine, proved interesting and effective, albeit 


not strikingly original: the Staccato Study 
of Rubinstein was beautifully played—beau- 
tifully, because technically crystalline, and 
because ite musical values were made the 
most of.

This is all. After years of agitation for 
the restriction of franchises with full public 
control, the advocates of municipal owner- 
ship now boldly propose to issue a blanket 
franchise contdining not a. single éffective 
restriction in behalf of the public. Even the 
poor reservation of the police power and pre- 
tense of guarding the twenty year term are 

ed by general law. There is no reserva- 
tion as to the right of the city, after fore- 
closure, to control fares, require transfers 
with other companies, joint use of tracks, 
through routes, trunk lines, or any other of 
the service requirements which have been 
deemed essential. 

This franchise ordinance is the most reck- 
less grant ever made by the city council. It 
mentions as the possible route streets aggre- 
gating several hundred miles. No date is 
fixed for commencing or finishing the work. 

The time of issue and the time of maturity 
of the proposed street railway certificates are 
not even suggested. The name of the trus- 
tee is left blank. No plans are outlined for 
acquiring the present street railway prop- 
erty or substituting other property for i:. 

No one knows whether under this scheme an 


be acquired, or whether the situation will re- 
main practically as at present. 

The referendum here guffers in the hands 
of those who have assumed its guardianship. 
Surely the law contemplates as a basis for 
an intelligent exercise of the ballot that the 
voters shall have before them full informa- 
tion of the road, to be acquired, the cost of 
road and equipment, and when the transac- 
tion will be consummated in case of their 
approval of the issue of the certificates.
